Despite 2010 on its way to 
becoming the best year on record 
in terms of profits generated in 
the Algarve through tourism, of- 
ficials, concerned the economic 
recovery might be some time 
away, have opted to reinforce the 
status the region enjoys as one of 
British tourists’ preferred desti- 
nations. 

The move was announced this 
week in F aro where officials un- 
veiled the results of this past 
year’s Allgarve regional enter- 
tainment and culture programme 
and its plans for 2011. 

Contrasting the cutbacks suf- 
fered by most Government fi- 
nanced projects, Allgarve will 
maintain its budget for next year. 

“Our continued support of 
this programme is not only for the 
good of tourism in the Algarve, 
but for tourism in Portugal as a 
whole”. State Secretary for Tour- 
ismBemardo Trindadetoldjour- 
nalists at a Faro press conference 
this week. 

The State Secretary was ac- 
companied by the President of 
the Algarve Tourist Board 
(ERTA), Nuno Aires and the 
coordinator of the Allgarve pro- 
gramme, Augusto Miranda. 

In 20 1 1 , a new strategy is be- 
ingput inplace andwillbeknown 
as ‘AllgarveNations’. This con- 
cept is aimed at boosting relation- 
ships with major markets, with 
Britain selected as the priority 
for 2011. 

“The UK will be the maj or fo- 
cus next year”, explained 
Augusto Miranda, adding that 
contacts have been made with 
London with a view to bring 
Phantom of the Opera to the Al- 
garve as just one area of the in- 
creased cooperation sought with 
Britainin2011. 

Allgarve 20 1 0 reported an in- 
crease of 55% in tourists in rela- 
tion to the previous year, which 
can be explained by increased ex- 
penditure on promotion coupled 
with the fact that the programme 
this year included 95 events, 
spanning 1 1 months. 

On the sidelines of the 
Allgarve 2010 closing ceremony. 
State Secretary Trindade rein- 


forced his statement made a week 
earlier that 2010 had been “very 
positive” and that the expecta- 
tion for 2011 was that the Ger- 
man and British markets would 
recover. 

Mr. Trindade also expressed 
the belief that the crisis couldhave 
positive effects for the Algarve 
as many Portuguese tourists will 
decide against spending their 
holidays abroad, instead opting 
for a cheaper vacation in the 


south of the country. 

However, positive news was 
already emerging from Britain 
this week, as bookings for holi- 
days to escape the UK’s big 
freeze were found to be up 65% 
year-on-year, according to 
lowcostholidays.com, the 
online travel company, with 
traffic to the website up by 60% 
year-on-year since the snow 
first fell. 

Matt Hall, Product Director at 


lowcostholidays.com explained 
in a statement that “the cold 
weather has driven more custom- 
ers to search for winter sun holi- 
days with the Canaries and the 
Algarve offering the best value 
for money. Some holidaymakers 
are still looking to get away this 
Christmas andNew Y ear in spite 
of the increased flight prices. 
Bookings for next summer are also 
helping customers to cope with 
the cold”, he said. 


Controversial quarry closed, but leaves its mark 


A large area of once beautillil 
countryside has been left 
completely defaced after a 
controversial quarry that until 
recently extracted stone from 
the spot was forced to close by 
the courts. 

The location, in Cerro do 
Leiria, near Tavira (Eastern 
Algarve) has been left with 
large excavated craters, devoid 
of flora and in stark contrast to 
surrounding countryside. 

All machinery has now been 
removed from the area. 

Louie’s Fiscal Courts 
(TAFL) acted favourably in 
response to action instigated 
by residents of the Santa 
Catarina da Fonte do Bispo 
parish, to stop the quarry from 


functioning. 

While a license had been con- 
ceded by Tavira Town Hall for 
the excavations to take place, by 
managing company Tecnovia, 
following action from the resi- 
dents the courts passed an in- 
junction in October to suspend 
all activities at the quarry as well 
as the license. 

Two months afterthe decision 
was made the land is now quiet, 
but severely scarred. 

In February this year resi- 
dents of Santa Catarina da Fonte 
do Bispo, foreign and Portu- 
guese, instigated action against 
the quarry that was located less 
than one kilometre from a popu- 
lar bowling club. 

It was also situated on REN 


(National Ecological Reserve)- 
classified land, beneath which is 
believed to flow the Algarve’s 
only aquifer, as well as being on 
the doorstep of several country- 
side villas, which in some cases 
literally overlooked the unattrac- 
tive site. 

Operations were given the 
green light in 2009 by Tavira 
T own Hall, then under the presi- 
dency of current Faro Mayor, 
Macario Correia. 

A protest group, PROBAAL, 
was set up by the residents to 
organise several forms of action 
to try and stop the quarry’s ac- 
tivities. This included protests 
outside the T own Hall in T avira. 

In what has been dubbed a 
‘David vs Goliath case ’ , after al- 


most a year of action, the resi- 
dents have been victorious in 
their mission. 

Commenting on the outcome, 
a local resident said “We fully 
expected the court to rule in fa- 
vour of the Town Hall. It was a 
pleasant surprise to be proved 
wrong”. 

“This just goes to show that 
the Portuguese legal system 
does work and big businesses, 
local authorities and govern- 
ment agencies cannot just steam 
roller activities ignoring the im- 
pact on people’s quality of life, 
or the impact on sensitive envi- 
ronmental areas. 

“It greatly benefits Portu- 
gal’s image abroad”, it was con- 
cluded.

2010 among top-three hottest 
years since records began 

This year was reportedly one of the hottest years in the world's history, since records 
began in 1850, accordingtothe World Meteorological Organisation (WMO). 


This year the months of Janu- 
ary through to Oetober suffered 
average and overall temperature 
inereasesof0.55degreesand0.1 1 
degrees respeetively, whieh is 
higher than the general compara- 
tive average, 14 degrees, calcu- 
lated from records documented 
from 1961 to 1990. 


Between January and October 
this year the highest overall tem- 
perature exceed other record 
peaks registered in 1998 and 2005 
by 0.53 and 0.52 degrees respec- 
tively. 

Despite no figures being avail- 
able from November or Decem- 
ber, as yet, preliminary data sug- 


gests that temperatures have 
been similar to those registered in 
November 2005 and could mean 
that overall figures for 2010 are 
close to setting new records. On 
mainland Portugal the period 
from January to November 20 1 0 
is one of the seven hottest since 
1931.

New 
rights for 
passengers 
travelling 
bywater 

The European Parlia- 
ment and the Council have 
given their signature to a 
regulation that will enable 
passengers travelling by sea 
and by inland waterways to 
enjoy the same rights wher- 
ever they travel in the Eu- 
ropean Union, 

Among these rights is the 
right to information or 
compensation in the case of 
delay or cancellation of a 
journey. In addition, the 
new rules also offer people 
with a disability or reduced 
mobility protection when 
travelling over water. The 
new regulation will com- 
plement existing rights for 
air and rail passengers. 

Commission Vice-Presi- 
dent Siim Kallas, responsi- 
ble for transport, said: “Peo- 
ple are entitled to enjoy the 
same levels of quality and 
safety wherever they travel 
within the European Union, 
I am very glad that after in- 
troducing rights for air and 
rail passengers, we are now 
also able to introduce simi- 
lar rights for passengers 
travelling by water.” 


risks to the immediate safety of 
its users” though “an intervention 
was being prepared.” 

When INEM medics arrived 
there on Tuesday this week to 
assist the elderly woman who 
went into cardiac arrest and sub- 
sequently died, they discovered 
three more bodies, two men and 
a woman, allegedly all over the age 
of 90. All three are believed to 
have died during Monday night 


and had reportedly been pre- 
pared for their funerals. Sources 
said none of the bodies showed 
signs ofneglect. 

The medics alerted the GNR 
police who passed the case on to 
the PJ police. Investigations are 
ongoing. 

Remaining elderly residents 
from the home, who were 13 in 
total, are in the process of being 
re-homed in other institutions. 


Most councils charging 
maximum tax 


The majority of municipali- 
ties in Portugal (176 out of 
308) will next year be charg- 
ing maximum council taxes 
(IMI), of 0.7 percent, it 
emerged this week. 

Included in these are the coun- 
try’ s two largest municipali- 
ties, Lisbon and Oporto, who ’ s 
IMI taxes will remain unal- 
tered, at 0.68 and 0.7 percent, 
respectively. 

Of the 292 municipalities that 
have already decided what IMI 
tax they will be charging in 
2011, 176 opted to charge the 
maximum of 0.7 percent. 


In 2010, 175 elected the 
maximum option, while 119 
decidedto charge lessthan what 
was established by law. 

T own Halls can choose IMI 
taxes ranging between 0.4 and 
0.7 percent. Only 18 munici- 
palities so far have said they 
willbe going with the minimum 
option in 2011, amongst 
which are Anadia and Castelo 
de Paiva, both in Aveiro. 

IMI tax is described as one 
of the most important sources 
of revenue for municipalities, 
though they started gradually 
falling in 2009.

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Police confirm ‘ ‘more than thirty’ ’ car park handbag thefts 


a Carrie-Marie Bratley Police this week confirmed that, since summer, "more than thirty" people have reported possessions being stolen 
from their vehicles as part of a deceptive 'directions' scam, carried out in broad daylight in supermarket and 
hypermarket car parks across the region. 



The Portugal News first re- 
ported the seheme in July this 
year, when in the eight days lead- 
ing up to July 1 7th at least three 
people -two fromthe Lagoa area 
and one from V ila do B ispo - were 
the victims of the carefully 
erafted seam. 

Thefts have been reported in 
ear parks belonging to 
Intermarche, Lidl and Aldi stores 
throughout the region, amongst 
others. In all incidents identieal 
modi operandi are used to swipe 
belongings from unsuspeeting 
victims’ vehieles. 

The eriminals are deseribed as 
“a niee, young, foreign-looking 
couple”, who accost their vietims 
in a car, asking for directions. 
Generally, duped individuals re- 
eounted, one of the eouple brings 
out a map and then asks the vic- 
tim to point out routes on it. 
While they are distracted, per- 
sonal belongings such as hand- 
bags and other valuables are qui- 
etly removed from the victim’s 
vehicle by a third assailant. 

Sinee July reports of the scams 
have been eonstant. 

In August a 77 -year-old long- 
term resident from Carvoeiro was 
vietim to the ploy, and in the past 
two weeks a further two indi- 
viduals eontacted The Portugal 
News urging that readers be 
warned that the seams are still 
ongoing. 

In a letter to The Portugal 


News (see page 30), one foreign 
resident who reeently became 
victim to the ploy and who asked 
to remain anonymous, queried, 
“I’m informed that it’s [the 
scams] quite aregular occurrence, 
so why the police ean’t eatch 
these people I don’t know!” 

She too said she had been ap- 
proached by “a young eouple in 
a ear with their window down” 
who were “of Eastern European 
appearanee and she [the female] 
had a map on her knee.” 

“They asked directions to 
Spain (...) I showed them on 
theirmap and off they went. (. . .) 
It wasn’ t until I reached home that 
[Inotieed] a third person had en- 
tered my ear from the other side 
and taken my handbag.” 

An email sent to The Portu- 
gal N e ws urged “women to be on 
their guard when in supermarket 
ear-parks”. 

“I think many of us became 
aware of the problem in the sum- 
mer when lone women taking 
their shopping to the car were 
stopped by seemingly decent 
people in a ear and asked for 
direetions. Being distraetedthey 
did not notice the theft of their 
handbags until it was too late”. 

The email eontinued “It now 
seems that the same ploy is be- 
ing used (I know personally of 
two vietims in the last three 
weeks) on the winter visitors 
thatmissedthe earlier warnings. 


“Women really need to keep 
their bags strapped aeross them 
so there is no tendeney to put 
them down either on the trolley 
or on the ear seat from where 
they can be quiekly stolen.” 

The author of the email de- 
seribed the ineidents as “a very 
distressing and eostly situa- 
tion.” 

A police statement to The 
Portugal News confirmed 
“Diverse situations of thefts in 
hypermarket carparks, across 
the Algarve, have been re- 
ported”, adding that “so far, 
more than thirty situations” 
had occurred. 

“The GNR is investigating 
these cases and has already ear- 
ned out several forms of action, 
which have had positive results, 
having already identified some 
people presumed to be the au- 
thors of these erimes.” 

The GNR spokesperson fur- 
ther eonfirmed that “as a strat- 
egy, the authors of these crimes 
approach the victim to ask for 
directions, in most cases they 
bring out a map for the place or 
directions to be shown on with 
the aim of distraeting the vietim’ s 
attention from their belongings, 
namely bags or wallets. 

“A second person, making the 
most of the victim’s distraction, 
takes their belongings and flees 
the location before the victim re- 
alises they were the target of a 
theft.” 

The statement stressed “As a 
rule, they approaeh people who 
are alone, foreign, and of more 
advanced ages.”

A 39-year-old woman from Arcozelo, Vila 
Verde, who suffocated her newborn 
daughter and hid the body has avoided 
being sentto jail after courts sentenced her 
to a suspended prison sentence of two 
years and nine months. 


Vila Verde Courts sentenced 
the woman, named as Rosa 
Fernandes, to two years in prison 
for infanticide and a further nine 
months for hiding the body. 
However the sentence was sus- 
pended taking into account that 
the woman reportedly ‘regret- 
ted’ the crime, confessed, and had 
no previous criminal record. 

At the end ofher sentence read- 
ing neither the woman nor her 
lawyer gave statements to jour- 
nalists. 

According to her confession in 
court, Rosa Fernandes suffo- 
cated her newborn baby daugh- 
ter immediately after giving birth 
and was still suffering from la- 


bour pains. She did it, allegedly, 
for being “very ashamed” about 
what her family and village neigh- 
bours would say, given that she 
didn’t know who the father was. 

She claimed she also feared 
that the child would be taken 
from her and placed into care, as 
had happened with her other six 
children. After committing the 
crime she put the newborn’s 
body in a bowl and buried it in her 
backyard. 

During the trial, Rosa 
Fernandes “cried with regret”, 
reports recounted, and said “af- 
ter having had so many children I 
could only have been crazy to do 
such a thing.” 


Foreign women m 
Portugal’s jails triple 
in a decade 


The number of foreign women 
in Portuguese prisons has tripled 
in a decade, according to a study 
comissioned by the Catholic 
University of Oporto. 

Carried out by the Education 
and Psychology faculty, the 
study entitled ‘The life trajecto- 
ries of foreign female prisoners in 
Portugal’ was presented at a con- 
ference on 4 December. The fig- 
ures showed that the number of 
foreign women in the national 
female prison population have 
increased from 11.4 percent in 
2000 to 3 1 .9 percent in 2009. 

According to the study, 
which took two years to com- 
plete and included data collected 
from the T ires and Santa Cruz do 


Bispo prisons, 49.6 percent of 
foreign female prisoners originate 
from Portuguese speaking Afri- 
can countries. 

Meanwhile, figures show that 
foreign men represent only 19.6 
percent of Portugal ’ s male prison 
population, with the average age 
of male prisoners being 35.8 years 
old. The average age for female 
prisoners is higher, at 3 8 years old, 
which may be due to older women 
being used to transport drugs. 

Researchers from universities 
as well as professionals that work 
with prisons and prisoners met 
during the conference where the 
study was presented, to discuss 
and debate a variety of topics re- 
lated to crime in Portugal.

More than 220 gay 
couples have married in

In addition, 201 homo- 
sexual weddings abroad during 
the same period involved a 
Portuguese national, official 
figures revealed. 

The law permitting gay 
marriage went into effect last 
3 1 May and the first wedding 
took place on 7 June between 
lesbian activists Teresa Pires 
and Helena Paixao.

Over half the EU adult popu- 
lation is now overweight or obese 
according to the “Health at a 
Glance: Europe 2010” report 
published by the European 
Commission and the OECD ear- 
lier this week. 

The rate of obesity has more 
than doubled over the past 20 
years in most EU Member States. 


This has considerable implica- 
tions on health, health systems 
and on the wider economy. This 
is one of the many findings in a 
report which provides useful in- 
sight into the current situation of 
health in the EU. 

Welcoming the report, Euro- 
pean Commissioner for Health and 
Consumer Policy, John Dalli, 


said, “In order to reverse the grow- 
ing trend in obesity and other 
health problems in the EU we need 
reliable and up-to-date data to 
underpin the action we take as 
policymakers. This is where the 
Health at a Glance report makes 
such an important contribution 
and shall be a useful tool in the 
comingmonths and years.” 


The report shows that preva- 
lence of obesity alone ranges 
from less than 10% in Romania 
and Italy to over 20% in the UK, 
Ireland and Malta. On average, 
just over 15% of the EU adult 
population is obese. 

Healthy habits start young. 
Children who are obese or over- 
weight are more likely to suffer 


from poor health later in life, with 
a greater risk of developing heart 
disease, diabetes, some forms of 
cancer, arthritis, asthma, a re- 
duced quality of life and even 
premature death. 

Currently, 1 in 7 children in the 
EU are overweight or obese - and 
the figures are set to rise even fur- 
ther.

The Portuguese students re- 
ceived a classification of 489 
points, just shy of the 493 -point 
average among 470,000 students 
from 65 countries tested last year, 
the study showed. 

The score placed Portugal 
alongside countries like the 
United States, Sweden, Ger- 
many, France, Ireland, Denmark, 
Great Britain and Hungary. 

South Korea and Finland led 
the pack with 539 and 536 points, 
respectively. 

“Portugal occupied the bot- 
tom of the pile in previous stud- 
ies and this time neared the aver- 
age for OECD countries, over- 
taking Spain, for example”, 
Schleicher said. 

He attributed Lisbon’s eye- 
opening progress to “the policies 
followed in recent years and to a 
combination of factors, like the 
evaluation of teachers and serious 
control ofthe quality of teaching”. 

In Lisbon, Education Minister 
Isabel Alpada welcomed the re- 
port as confirmation of “very sig- 
nificant” gains in Portugal’s edu- 
cational system. 

“Portugal has invested much 
in improving its schools and this 
is expressed in the results”, 
Alpada told Lusa, attributing the 
success “in the first place, to the 
work of teachers and their qual- 
ity, investment and commit- 
ment”. TPN/Lusa

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Book lifts lid on ‘ Sexualities in Portugal’ 


A lmost half of those 
questioned for the 
study (47.6 
pereent) said that 
they engaged in 
sexual relations “a few times” a 
week; 7.4 pereent answered that 
it was a daily or “praetieally” 
daily oeeurrenee, while almost 1 0 
pereent said they had abstained 
from sexual aetivity this past 
year. 

The findings were based on 
answers to the ‘ Sexual Behaviour 
and HIV/AIDS Infeetion in Por- 
tugal’ survey, earried out over 
2007 and 2008, eommissionedby 
the National Coordination Board 
for HIV/AIDS transmission and 
whieh was also supervised by the 
book’s authors. 

The eoordinators further 
found that women are the more 
sexually inaetive gender, while 
men have relations more often. 

More than a third of respond- 
ents (34.1 pereent) claim to have 
had just one sexual partner dur- 
ing their lifetimes, a claim made 
by 52 percent of female partici- 
pants, three times more than the 
16.1 percent of male respond- 
ents. 

Regarding the longevity of re- 
lationships, 28.3 percent of re- 
spondents say they have had the 
same partner for at least five 
years, while 16.8 percent said 
they had been with the same per- 
son for at least a year. 

Men, however, were clearly 


A new book that was launched on Tuesday this week has lifted the lid on sexual behaviour in 
Portugal; amongst other revelations, it was discovered that almost half of the Portuguese 
population has sex "a few times" a week. The book, by authors Manuel Villaverde Cabral and Pedro 
Moura Ferreira, is based onthefindingsof a study in which 3,643 individuals, aged between 18 and 
65 and resident in continental Portugal, participated.

ahead in the ‘multiple partners’ 
category, with 23.6 percent of 
men saying they currently en- 
gaged in sexual activity with vari- 
ous partners, in comparison to 
7.2 percent of women. 

The study further showed that 
the number of partners dimin- 
ished as people got older. 

It investigated deeper into in- 
dividual’s sexual preferences by 
asking about the ‘diversification’ 
of their sex-lives, focusing on four 
distinct activities: ‘fellatio’, ‘cun- 
nilingus’, anal sex andnon-pen- 
etrative sex. 

It was found that non-penetra- 
tive sex was the most common 
activity in Portugal’ s bedrooms, 
with 69. 5 percent of the respond- 
ents calming to practice this form 
of intimate relation. 

On the opposite end of the 
spectrum, 37.2 percent of re- 
spondents said they had prac- 
tised anal sex. 

Women were found to be less 
experimental than men, with men 
becoming sexually active at a 
younger age. 

Three decades ago Portuguese 
men initiatedtheir sex lives at just 
over 17-years-of-age, on average. 
That age is now calculated at 16.5. 

At the start of the 1980s, the 
average age for a Portuguese 
woman to become sexually active 
was in her early 20s (around the 
age of 21.2), though this has 
dropped significantly to 17.2 in 
present times.

Portugal’s immigrant 
integrationpolicies ‘exemplary’ 



Portugal's immigrant integration politics have been highlighted by the 
International Organisation for Migration (lOM) in itsWorld Migration 
Report 2010 as "good examples" that are successful as they "consider 
the immigrantto be part of a solution." 


Published last week the 
lOM’s report says that Portugal 
“has shown how an integrated 
approach can produce success- 
ful politics and services that pro- 
mote a harmonious, shared fu- 
ture.” 

Speaking to Lusa News 
Agency, High Commissioner 
Rosario Farmhouse described the 
report’s findings as “very flatter- 
ing”, having acknowledged Por- 
tugal’ s ability to create innova- 
tive and coordinated answers for 
civil society, given that it has 
welcomed considerable numbers 
of immigrants in recent years. 

The report read “Although 
Portugal has only recently be- 
come a country of immigration 
the investment made in integra- 
tion policies in the past few years 
has had positive outcomes that 
merit attention. 

“Public attitudes towards im- 
migration, as shown by a 2007 
Eurobarometer poll, are among 
the most positive in Europe 
(Portugal was the second-most 
positive country in the EU-25), 
with the majority of those ques- 
tioned stating that the contribu- 
tion of immigrants to Portuguese 
society was positive”, it contin- 
ued. 


High Commissioner Farm- 
house commented: “Not all coun- 
tries can uphold such ample part- 
nership s . Go vemmentally 

maybe they can, but on a social 
and civil level, with the immi- 
grants being part of the solution 
and actively participating in in- 
tegration politics, very few coun- 
tries have that vision.” Accord- 
ing to the High Commissioner, 
Portugal’ s capability in creating 
such synergies is related to the fact 
that it is traditionally a country 
of emigrants, who know what it 
is to start a new life in a far-off 
land. 

The report reiterated this, stat- 
ing: “The awareness of immi- 
grants ’ needs that underlies these 
policy developments and public 
opinion reflects Portugal’s emi- 
grant experience. This frame- 
work has been very important in 
terms of public debate and legis- 
lative activity on immigration and 
integration.” 

“We have always managed to 
find answers that we would like 
our emigrants to find abroad. 
That has been the tonic that, in 
the partnership, has made the 
difference”, Mrs. Farmhouse 
stressed. 

The lOM report makes refer- 


ral to various national initiatives, 
such as the national centres for 
immigrant support (in Lisbon, 
Oporto and Faro), and the ‘One 
Stop Shop’ project, which is 
operated by social-cultural me- 
diators who themselves are mi- 
grants. 

“The centres have proved to be 
innovative in terms of providing 
a holistic and comprehensive 
government service. The centres 
have been mainstreaming the 
provision of immigrant services 
and consolidating partnerships 
and cooperation between civil 
society organisations, public au- 
thorities and central govern- 
ment”, the report considered. 

Portugal ’ s Plan for Immigrant 
Integration, which was launched 
in 2007 and in three years has 
reached 80 percent of its objec- 
tives. 

The report concluded: “As a 
country that considers its immi- 
grants to be part of the solution, 
actively involving them in dia- 
logues relating to integration 
policy, Portugal has demon- 
strated how an integrated ap- 
proach can produce successful 
policies and services that pro- 
mote a harmonious, shared fu- 
ture.”

EU launches VAT reform debate 



The European Commission has launched a wide public consultation on 
howthe ED'S Value Added Tax (VAT) system can be strengthened and 
improved, to the benefit of citizens, businesses and Member States. 


The aim is to give all 
stakeholders a ehanee to express 
their thoughts and views on the 
problems that eurrently exist 
with regard to VAT, and how 
these eanbe addressed. The Com- 
mission will use the feedbaek 
from this eonsultation to deeide 
the best approaeh in ereating a 
more stable, robust and effeetive 
VAT system for the future. 

Taxation Commissioner 
Algirdas Semetasaid: “We need 
a VAT system for the 2 1 st een- 
tury: simple, modem and effee- 
tive. VAT is paid by eitizens, 
eolleeted by businesses and is a 
main souree of revenue for Mem- 
ber States, so everybody has an 
interest in this tax. I would urge 
people to make their voiees heard 
in this eonsultation, so that we 
ean ensure that the future VAT 
system works better for every- 
one.” 

VAT was introdueed in the 
EU more than 40 years ago, at a 


time when the marketplaee 
looked very different from what 
it is now, the EC justified in apress 
statement. 

Despite efforts over the years 
to modernise and simplify the 
VAT system bit by bit, it is elear 
that the regime no longer fits the 
needs of a serviee-driven, teeh- 
nology-based, modem eeonomy . 
The eomplexity of the eurrent 
VAT system ereates unneees- 
sary eosts and burdens for tax- 
payers and administrations, and 
obstaeles to the Internal Market. 

Moreover, eertain weaknesses 
within the VAT system leave it 
vulnerable to fraud and evasion. 
Therefore, a fundamental review 
of the VAT system is needed. 

The eurrent eeonomie situa- 
tionhas highlighted the important 
role that VAT plays in ensuring 
eeonomie stability and growth. 
VAT is a major souree of revenue 
for Member States (up to 20% of 
total tax revenue). 


It ean be expeeted to beeome 
even more important as the reees- 
sion and aging populations affeet 
other revenue sourees. In addi- 
tion, eeonomie studies show that 
eonsumption taxes are among the 
most growth- friendly, and a ro- 
bust VAT system eould eontrib- 
ute to eeonomie regeneration in 
Europe. 

It is therefore of great impor- 
tanee, says the EC, to ensure that 
the EU’s VAT system is fully- 
Ilinetional and delivering to its full 
potential. 

The Commission invites all 
interested to eontribute to the 
publie eonsultation, whieh will 
be open until 31st May 2011. 
Based on the feedbaek reeeived, 
the Commission will present the 
priorities for the future VAT 
system in a Communieation at 
the end of2011.

Androulla Vassiliou, Euro- 
pean Commissioner for Educa- 
tion, Culture, Multilingualism 
and Youth, said: “The Europass 
CV is practical, popular and ef- 
fective. I am particularly 


pleased that it has been embraced 
by young people; it is an impor- 
tant tool in our Youth on the 
Move campaign, which encour- 
ages study and work abroad. I 
doubt it will be too long before we 
see 20 million Europass users.” 

The Europass was launched in 
2005 and was originally targeted 
at young people looking for jobs 
and opportunities abroad; these 
users are still its main customers. 
Almost half of Europass users 
are under 25; one third has no 
previous work experience and 
only a minority has more than 5 
years’ experience. 

However, it is clear from the 
feedback that, as well as using 
Europass to seek posts abroad, a

The following problem cases are based on real events, illustrating what tangles can 
arise for Non-Residents in Portugal and howthey can be avoided orfixed. 


Case n” 9 - Choosing the 
right structure 

Jacques and Brigitte wanted 
a holiday home in the sun far 
from theirnative Belgium. With 
no Capital Gains Tax on Prop- 
erty in their home jurisdiction, 
it never occurred to them to plan 
ahead. Y ears later, Jacques be- 
gan to suffer from poor health 
and the couple decided to sell 
their villa. They gave Power of 
Attorney to an agent to handle 
the sale, who, unaccustomed to 
dealing with fiscal matters, 
failed to mention any of their tax 
liabilities. It was only 3 years 
later they began receiving no- 
tices from Finan 9 as regarding 
the unpaid CGT assessment. 
By this time, serious fines and 
considerable late interest had 
accumulated in addition to the 
standard 25% Capital Gains 
taxation. 

Solution: With proper ad- 
vice from their Fiscal Repre- 
sentative, not only would they 
have avoided needless expenses 
and stress of the overdue CGT 


assessment, they could have 
opted for a Portuguese Nominee 
Company from the start to hold 
their property. This would have 
led to substantial CGT tax rate 
savings at the point of sale with 
the bonus of being very tax effi- 
cient for the buyer as well. 

Case N” 10 - Non-Resident 
Misrepresentation 

When Harry and Anne put 
down a down payment on their 
new home in Portugal, an agent 
went to Finangas to get them F is- 
cal Numbers . Not wanting to take 
on the responsibility of being 
their Fiscal Representative, he 
ticked the '"resident' box. Sub- 
sequently, Rates bills went 
straight to the house and every- 
thing seemed fine until a notice 
arrived asking why they had 
never put in an IRS “Self-Assess- 
ment” in Portugal. 

If you are registered as "resi- 
dent', Finangas will expect an- 
nual tax declarations based on 
your worldwide income. This 
alleged dual tax residency status 
could prove to be an expensive 


nightmare. Appointing a 
Fiscal Representative, 
as requiredby law, should side- 
step an otherwise avoidable 
double assessment. 

Solution: It is your Fiscal 
Representative ’s job to see that 
you are correctly registered 
and that you meetyour compli- 
ance obligations in Portugal. 
At the same time, your Repre- 
sentative should strive to use 
every mechanism available 
under the law for you to pay the 
legal minimum.

EU report stresses urgeney to 
remove labour market obstaeles 



The new Employment in Europe 2010 report presented recently has 
underlined how young people have borne the brunt ofthe crisis, with 
unemploymentdisproportionately hitting 15-24 year olds and reaching 
over 30% in some countries. 


Although there are consistent 
signs of the EU labour market 
stabilising, with indications of 
the beginnings of an upturn in 
some Member States, the crisis 
has had a profound effect on em- 
ployment and the overall recov- 
ery of the EU economy remains 
fragile. 

The rise in unemployment 
combined with limited opportu- 
nities to re-enter work has aggra- 
vated the risk of a surge in long- 


term unemployment or people 
leaving the labour market alto- 
gether. The report stresses that 
it might be some time before we 
see a clear upswing for jobs. 

“European labour markets 
will emerge from the crisis pro- 
foundly changed. That’s why 
workers and employers must be 
ready with the right skills and 
incentives to adapt to the chang- 
ing realities” saidLaszlo Andor, 
EU Commissioner for Employ- 


ment, Social Affairs and Inclu- 
sion. He added: “We are work- 
ing with all our partners, includ- 
ing Member States, to ensure 
that people have the right skills 
for the jobs of tomorrow. Our 
Europe 2020 target is to reach 
75% employment and getting 
people into work is the main 
objective of two of our flagship 
initiatives announced this year: 
‘Youth on the Move’ and ‘New 
Skills and Job s’.” 
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Government looking at labour reforms - PM 



Prime Minister Jose Socrates 
acknowledged this week that his 
Socialist government was considering 
changes in Portugal's labour laws, telling 
journalistsdetailscould be known in 
"the coming days". 


“I’ve already answered this 
question several times in the last 
15 days. I’ve aheady saidthat we 
would prepare an agenda for 
growth; we have meetings set 
with our soeial partners”, Prime 
Minister Soerates replied when 
pressed by reporters on speeu- 
lation labour reforms were in the 
works. 

“So the answer is ‘yes’ and 
you’ll have more details in the 
eoming days”, he added. 

Mr. Soerates spoke to report- 
ers on the sidelines of the pres- 
entation in Lisbon of the OECD ’ s 
PISA on edueational standards 
that showed Portugal approaeh- 
ing the organisation’s average 


ranking for the first time . 

He attributed the eountry’s 
reeord results primarily to teach- 
ers, calling them “the heroes of the 
results”. 

The good PISA showing, he 
said, confirmed the government 
had been justified in pressing for- 
ward with educational reforms 
that had faced strong opposition 
from teachers unions . 

His educational policies had 
“moved in the right direction”, he 
added, saying he had “never 
thought (teachers) were against 
the reforms” despite certain 
“misunderstandings” and “ob- 
stacles”.

Banks giving 
cheaper evaluations 
of properties 


Banks’ evaluations of apart- 
ments and villas dropped in 
October by 0.6 percent, in 
comparison to the month be- 
fore, and by 1 .3 percent when 
compared to the same month 
of 2009; at present properties 
are averagely priced at € 1 , 1 3 3 
per square metre, according to 
a survey by the National Sta- 
tistics Institute (INE). 

Research by the INE into 
banks’ evaluations regarding 
the property market and ac- 
cess to home loans have further 
revealed that in October, 
evaluations being carried out in 
the metropolitan areas of Lis- 
bon and Oporto fell by 0.4 
percent in comparison to Sep- 
tember, and 0. 1 percent, in re- 
lation to October 2009. 

The average evaluation for 
the rest of the country, which 


in October was of €1,133 per 
square metre, was around seven 
euros cheaper than in the same 
month of the year before, 
though the drop in value was 
still not as intense as in Sep- 
tember, when the average evalu- 
ation dropped by € 1 1 , in com- 
parison to 12 months earlier. 

Only in the Algarve and Ma- 
deira were any positive 
changes registered, with 
pricings rising by 0.8 percent 
and 0.4 percent, respectively. 

Nationally, regarding apart- 
ments, the INE calculated that 
bank evaluations stabilised at 
around €1,202 per square me- 
tre, 0.7 percent cheaper than 
in September, whereas a 
square metre of a villa cost 
around €1,206, 0.1 percent 
cheaper then the month be- 
fore.

Brazil will do everything it 
can to aid Portugal overcome 
its economic and financial cri- 
sis, President Lula da Silva 
said before heading to Argen- 
tina for the Iberian- American 
summit. 

President Lula said, in a 
meeting with foreign corre- 
spondents, that Finance Min- 
ister Guido Mantega would 
soon hold talks in Brasilia 
with his Lisbon counterpart, 
Fernando Teixeira dos Santos, 
on how Brazil “can help in- 
vestment in Portugal more”. 

“We will make the effort 
that’s within our reach to aid 
Portugal get out of this crisis 
as quickly as possible”, the 
President added. 

Lula da Silva said Brazil and 
other Latin American coun- 
tries had headed to the 20th 
Iberian- American summit in 
Mar del Plata with “pride” as 
their economies, incontrastto 
Europe’s, were growing. 

“This is the time of emerg- 
ing countries”, he said, adding 
that Portugal and Spain 
“should be very happy” with 
“the extraordinary growth” 
across the Latin American 
countries Iberia spawned. 

He described the economic 
and financial difficulties fac- 
ing Europe as a “passing cri- 
sis”.

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Portuguese praise for outcome ofiberian- American summit 


Portuguese leaders have ap- 
plauded the Iberian-American 
summit’s inclusion of a “demo- 
cratic clause” in its charter as a 
major advance for the organisa- 
tion. 

President Cavaco Silva and 
Prime Minister Jose Socrates de- 
scribed the move, taken last 
weekend at the leadership meet- 
ing in Argentina, as giving the 
community a new political dy- 


namic of great importance. 

“The ‘democratic clause’ is 
one of the most important in the 
life and development of the Ibe- 
rian-American community”. 
Prime Minister Socrates said at 
the close of the 20th organisation 
summit in Mar del Plata. 

The trans-Atlantic summits 
between Iberian nations Portugal 
and Spain and Latin America 
emerged from “a geographic jus- 


tification” to become a “frame- 
work of shared (political) val- 
ues”, he added. 

Separately, Cavaco Silva ech- 
oed the Prime Minister’s senti- 
ments, saying the inclusion of the 
democratic clause in the charter 
gave the organisation “apolitical 
dimension, making it stronger”. 

The clause approved at the 
two-day meeting enshrines the 
principle of democratic rule as a 
foundation for the community, 
foreseeing sanctions for member 
countries that violate the princi- 
ple. 

Cavaco Silva and Jose Socrates 
also praised the summit’s ap- 
proval of the goal of “education 


for inclusion”, or access to basic 
education for all, with an action 
planthrough2021 as anotherpiv- 
otal advance forthe organisation. 

Portugal was also pleased with 
the outcome of the summit in 
economic terms, as a number of 
deals were signed or agreed. 

Portugal’s economic diplo- 
macy will broadly target Latin 
America, after having established 
strong business footholds in Bra- 
zil and Venezuela, Prime Minis- 
ter Jose Socrates said. 

Lisbon’ s continuing offensive 
to boost trade and investment 
ties abroad will now “centre on 
Latin America”, Prime Minister 
Socrates said, describing the re- 


gion’s economic expansion as 
“absolutely exceptional in the 
world”. 

Mr. Socrates said he was op- 
timistic over opportunities to 
give a new dynamic to bilateral 
business ties with Argentina and 
announced he planned to visit 
Mexico and Panama early next 
year. 

Colombia and Guatemala had 
also invited him to visit, he added. 

On the sidelines of the summit 
in Mar del Plata, Jose Socrates 
held business-centred talks with 
his Argentine hostess. President 
Cristina Kirchner. 

A Lisbon official told Lusa 
News Agency Buenos Aires was 


considering buying up to 900,000 
Portuguese-manufactured pri- 
mary school “Magalhaes” com- 
puters and that the two countries 
were discussing the creation of a 
joint fund to back two-way ex- 
ports. 

Argentine pharmaceutical gi- 
ant Bago was looking at Portugal 
as a possible site for a new plant 
for expansion in Europe, the of- 
ficial added. 

Mr. Socrates saidhehopedhis 
meeting with Kirchner would 
lead “quickly” to accords for ex- 
port of Portuguese IT, telecom- 
munications, renewable energy 
and railroad products and tech- 
nology. TPN/Lusa 


Portugal ranked 3'"* for 
child health by Unicef 


Portugal has been ranked in 
third place on a list of economi- 
cally developed countries 
which compares access to 
health care for poorer children, 
according to a report published 
by United Nations Children’s 
Fund (Unicef). 

The report, entitled ‘The 
children left behind’ raises 
awareness of children who are 
at risk of not being included or 
protected by the healthy soci- 
eties in which they live. 

“Whether it’s inhealthcare, 
education or material wealth, 
some children will always be far 
from average. The question is 
to understand how far from 
average they are?” said the re- 
port, which aims to answer the 
question by comparing the situ- 
ation of children within the 
national average with those 
who are at the end of the line. 

Countries featured at the 
top of the list are those that 


were found to have the least 
amount of inequality between 
the poorest children and the na- 
tional average. 

Out of a total of 24 economi- 
cally developed countries in- 
cluded in the study, Portugal 
came third in terms ofhealthcare, 
after Holland in first place and 
Norway in second place. Ger- 
many has been placed after Por- 
tugal and Switzerland is in fifth 
place on the list. 

Researchers used three indi- 
cators to uncover disparities; 
health complaints made by the 
children themselves, healthy 
eating habits and physical exer- 
cise. 

There is no data available yet 
to see how the current economic 
crisis has impacted on poor chil- 
dren, according to Unicef: “dur- 
ing hard times, the poorest chil- 
dren should be the first to be pro- 
tected, not the last to be consid- 
ered.”

Portugal taken to EU Court over air quality failings 


The European Commission is 
urging Portugal to eomply with 
EU air quality limit values for air- 
borne partieles known as PM 10. 

Portugal and three other Mem- 
ber States have so far failed to ef- 
fectively taekle excess emissions 
of PMIO. 

On the recommendation of 
Environment Commissioner 
Janez PotoCnik, the Commis- 
sion has therefore decided to take 


Portugal, along with Cyprus, 
Italy and Spain to court. 

Legislation sets limit values 
for exposure which were to be 
met by 2005, covering both an 
annual concentration value, and 
a daily concentration value that 
must not be exceeded more than 
3 5 times in any calendar year. 

Member States may apply for 
exemptions from the PM 1 0 limit 
values until June 2011, but these 


exemptions are subject to a 
number of conditions. 

A Member State must demon- 
strate that it has taken steps to 
achieve compliance by the ex- 
tended deadline and that it is im- 
plementing an air quality plan 
setting out the relevant abatement 
actions for each air quality zone. 

The information available to 
the Commission shows that the 
limit values for PMIO have not 


been respected in several zones 
in Portugal since the legislation 
came into force in 2005. 

While all four Member States 
have applied for time extensions, 
the Commission considers that 
the conditions for granting them 
have not been met for several non- 
compliant air quality zones. 

It is therefore taking these 
Member States to the European 
Court of Justice. 


European Commission Presi- 
dent Jose Manuel Durao Barroso 
and African Union Commission 
President Jean Ping closed the 
summit in a ceremony not at- 
tended by the event’s host, 
Libyan leader Muammar 
Ghadafi. 

Ping lamented that European 
investment “always goes to 
Asia”, not Africa, while Durao

Barroso said that “development 
aid is not enough” and that “in- 
vestment and institutional or- 
ganisation” willbe needed to cre- 
ate jobs and growth. 

Ping also criticised policies 
“dictated” to African nations by 
global bodies such as the IMF, 
noting they “didn’t have the ef- 
fect their promoters suggested”. 

“Perhaps the prescription the 
European Commission Presi- 
dent offers is not a remedy at all, 
maybe it will drown Africa in- 
stead of saving it”. Ping said. 

The summit had a low-key 
tone. Several major European 
leaders, including from France, 
Germany and Britain, were ab- 
sent. 

One European leader who did 
attend the Tripoli summit was 
Portuguese Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates, who praised the 
event’ s “great political and eco- 
nomic importance”. 

Prime Minister Socrates also 
told reporters that he expects to 
host a Europe- Africa conference 
on energy policy: “Energy willbe 
at the centre of growth and at the 
centre of cooperation because 
it’s the area ofthe greatest oppor- 
tunities in the relationship be- 
tween Europe and Africa.” 

Mr. Socrates added he would 
like the proposed energy confer- 
ence to take place “the soonest 
possible andbefore the next [EU- 
Africa] summit”, which should 
happen in 2013.

Portugal's Foreign Ministry has "nothing 
to add" on the transportation of 
Guantanamo prisoners through 
Portugal mentioned in one of the US 
diplomatic cables disclosed by website 
Wikileaks, Ministry spokeswoman Paula 
Mascarenhas said. 


EU ban on ecstasy-like 
dmg on sale in Portugal 

The EU's 27 Justice Ministers have agreed to ban 
a dangerous ecstasy-like drug that is still legal in 
12 EU countries, including Portugal. 


The European Commis- 
sion had proposed on 20 Oe- 
tober that governments aet 
to stop the free spread of the 
drug “mephedrone” aeross 
Europe by submitting it to 
eontrol measures. 

Mephedrone is already il- 
legal in 15 EU eountries. It 
has been linked to at least 37 
deaths in the UK and Ire- 
land alone. 

“It is good to see that EU 
governments are prepared to 
take swift aetion to ban this 
dangerous drug,” said Viee- 
President Viviane Reding, 
the EU’s Justiee Commis- 
sioner. 

“This drug is sold over the 
internet, often behind inno- 
eent names like plant food or 
bath salts. Young people 
should not be fooled. These 
drugs are harmful. The EU 
has shown today that we ean 
aet quiekly to stop this kind 
of drug from taking more 
lives.” 

The deeision bans the 
manufaeturing and the mar- 
keting of mephedrone, sub- 
mitting it to eriminal sane- 
tions all over Europe. 

Two fatalities have been 
reported in the EU in whieh 
mephedrone appears to be 
the sole eause of death. 

There are at least another 


37 deaths in the UK and Ire- 
land alone in whieh 
mephedrone has been deteeted 
in post-mortem samples. 

Mephedrone is a stimulant 
whose physieal effeets are 
eomparable to those pro- 
dueed by eestasy (MDMA) or 
eoeaine. 

It is mostly sold as powder, 
but also as eapsules or tab- 
lets, on the internet, from 
“head shops” and from 
street-level dealers. 

A seientifie risk assess- 
ment earried out by the Lis- 
bon-based European Moni- 
toring Centre on Drugs and 
Drug Addietion (EMCDDA) 
showed that mephedrone ean 
eause aeute health problems 
and lead to dependeney, 
while a few fatalities related 
to its use have been reported 
aeross Europe. 

Mephedrone has no estab- 
lished medieal value or other 
known legitimate purpose. It 
is a eontrolled substanee in 15 
EU eountries: Austria, Bel- 
gium, Denmark, Estonia, 
Franee, Germany, Ireland, 
Italy, Latvia, Luxembourg, 
Malta, Poland, Romania, 
Sweden and the UK. 

In Portugal, the drug is sold 
as a fertiliser and its paekag- 
ing states it is unfit for hu- 
man eonsumption.

Wikileaks last week released a 
2006 US embassy eable in whieh 
it is mentioned that Washington 
asked Lisbon for permission to 
send Guantanamo prisoners to 
their home nations. 

Portuguese MEP Ana Gomes 
and two leftwing parties askedthe 
Portuguese government for “elari- 
fieation” on whether the eable was 
referring to CIA flights earrying 
terrorism suspeets to eountries 
where they would allegedly be 
tortured. 

“On the so ealled ‘CIA flights’, 
the F oreign Ministry has nothing 
to add besides what has been said 
in parliament”, Masearenhas told 
Lusa News Ageney . 

She added that the ministry 
eooperated with judieial authori- 
ties during an inquiry on the mat- 
ter, that ended in June 2009 by 
eoneluding that Portugal did not 
eooperate with “CIA flights”. 

“We regret the opportunistie 
manipulation that deliberately 
tries to eonfuse the transporta- 
tion of detainees to their home 
nations and the so ealled ‘CIA 
flights’, an allusion to the illegal 
transportation of terror sus- 
peets”, Masearenhas said. 

The eaehe of 250,000 doeu- 
ments whieh Wikileaks and news 
outlets began releasing reeently is 
known to inelude 722 eables sent 
from the US Lisbon embassy.

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Single European Sky performance 

The committee of experts from European Member States have 
unanimously agreed the performance targets forthe Single 
European Sky, presented by the European Commission in the 
areas of environment, capacity/delays, and cost-efficiency for the 
period 2012 to 2014. 




The package will deliver sig- 
nificant safety improvements, 
fewer delays, lower costs and 
reduced C02 emissions. Forex- 
ample, airspace users are ex- 
pected to save €340 million per 
year or more than € 1 billion over 
the whole period, while at the 
same time harmful C02 emis- 
sions will be reduced by 500,000 
tons a year. 

Vice-President Siim Kallas, 
Commissioner responsible for 
transport, said: “In line with the 
discussions I had yesterday in the 
Transport Council, the Single 
European Sky has achieved a key 
milestone in its implementation 
with this agreement on ambitious 
but achievable performance tar- 
gets. This will deliver savings of 
more than € 1 billion, with every- 
one sharing in the benefits: pas- 
sengers, companies and the envi- 
ronment. The agreement today is 
a very significant step forwards. 
And the Single European Sky is 
yet another example of where it 
pays to work together on a Euro- 
pean scale.”

EU ready in talks with US 
on personal data 
agreement to fight 
terrorism or crime 


EU Justice Ministers have 
approved the start of talks be- 
tween the European Union and 
the United States on a personal 
data protection agreement when 
cooperating to fight terrorism or 
crime. 

The aim is to ensure a high 
level of protection of personal 
information like passenger data 
or financial information that is 
transferred as part of transatlan- 
tic cooperation in criminal mat- 
ters. 

Once in place, the agreement 
would enhance citizens ’ right to 
access, rectify or delete data 
when it is processed with the 
aim to prevent, investigate, de- 
tect or prosecute criminal of- 
fences, including terrorism. 

“Protection of personal data 
is a fundamental right for EU 
citizens. To guarantee this right, 
we need to be ambitious in our 
approach to personal data pro- 
tection - both at home and 
abroad,” said Vice-President 
Viviane Reding, the EU’s Jus- 
tice Commissioner. 

“This decision gives us the 
green light to negotiate a solid 
and coherent agreement with 
the United States which bal- 
ances enforceable rights for in- 
dividuals with the strong coop- 


eration we need to prevent ter- 
rorism and organised crime. I 
look forward to meeting my U S 
counterparts in Washington 
next week to kick start these 
important negotiations.” 

Since 1 1 September 2001 and 
subsequent terrorist attacks in 
Europe, the EU and US have 
stepped up police and judicial 
cooperation in criminal matters. 

Sharing relevant information 
is seen as an essential element 
of effective cooperation in the 
fight against crime -both within 
the EU and the US. 

One important element is the 
transfer and processing of per- 
sonal data forthe prevention, in- 
vestigation, detection or pros- 
ecution of crimes, including ter- 
rorism. 

The EU and US are both com- 
mitted to the protection of per- 
sonal data and privacy. How- 
ever, they still have different ap- 
proaches in protecting personal 
data, leading to some contro- 
versy in the past when negoti- 
ating information exchange 
agreements (such as the T error- 
ist Finance Tracking Pro- 
gramme or Passenger Name 
Records). The purpose of the 
negotiations is also to address 
and overcome these differences.

Lisbon restaurant loses Michelin star 


Lisbon-based restaurant 
Eleven has lost its Michelin star, 
according to a spokesman from 
the Lisbon Tourism Associa- 
tion. 

Duarte Galvao from the Lis- 
bon Tourism Association told 
LusaNews Agency: “The most 
segnificant piece of news is that 
Eleven has lost its star,” during 
the presentation of the 2011 
Michelin Guide to Portugal and 
Spain, which was help in San 
Sebastian in Spain. 

The new guide features 10 
Michelin star restaurants in Por- 
tugal, five of which are in the Al- 
garve including Amadeus, Sao 
Gabriel, Henrique Leis, Ocean 
andWillie’s. A sixth restaurant 
in the Algarve, at luxury resort 


Vila Joya, is the only eatery in 
the country to boast 2 Michelin 
stars. 

The remaining five, which are 
spread across the country, are 


Eortaleza do Guincho in Cascais, 
Tavares in Lisbon, Quinta das 
Lagiimas in Coimbra, Casa da 
Cal^ada, in Amarante, and II Gallo 
d’ Oro in Eunchal, Madeira.

A Boeing 777 plane belonging to Angola's 
national airlineTAAG, wasforcedto 
return to Lisbon airport after pieces of 
metal fell from it across several parts of 
Almada near the Portuguese capital, after 
take off on 6 December. 


AlmadaVolunteerPire Brigade 
Commader, Vitor Espmto 
S antotold Lusa News Agency that 
“small metal fragments, around 
five by 15 centimetres in size be- 
longing to an aeroplane’ ’ fell ‘ ‘in at 
least four places in Almada.” 

According to him, no one was 
injured by the falling pieces of 
metal but at least one car was hit. 

ANA Aeroportos spokesman 
Rui Oliveira confirmed to Lusa 
News Agency on Monday that the 
aeroplane in question belonged to 
Angolan flag carrier TAAG, 
which had set off for Luanda but 
inunediately turned back and car- 
ried out an emergency landing at 
Lisbon’ s Portela airport due to 
technical problems . 

He added: “we cannot make a 
connection between this plane 
and the fallen pieces in Almada,” 
because “an investigation is be- 
ing carried out to uncover the 
fault” of the Boeing 777. 

TAAG only resumed its 
flights to Portugal around a year 
and a half ago after having been 
blacklisted by the EU for safety 
reasons. 

Meanwhile, Almada’ s PSP 
police andtheregional emergency 
response services (CDOS) did not 
register any injuries, although a 
PSP spokesman said that three or 


four vehicles and a skylight of a 
building had been damaged. 

Eollowing the incident, a team 
from the Department of Aeronau- 
tical Accident Prevention and In- 
vestigation (GPIAA) was sent to 
collect evidence. 

‘ ‘An analysis will be made of the 
part of the plane in question - 
probably the motor. We cannot 
yet confirm anything, but nor- 
mally such small pieces are from 
the motor,” said GPIAA Director 
Eemando Reis. 

He added that the investigation 
itself will not decide who is to 
blame, which is the responsibil- 
ity of National Civil Aviation In- 
stitute (IN AC). 

Hussein Juma, apassengerwho 
had been aboard the plane told TV 
Net that “40 to 45 minutes after 
take we felt a very strong vibra- 
tion” and the aeroplane returned 
to Lisbon. On Monday afternoon, 
the Angolan airline released a 
statement guaranteeing that it will 
assume the “eventual conse- 
quences” caused by the fault on 
the Boeing 777. Although this 
type of incident is not very com- 
mon, an Airbus 380 which left 
from Singapore to Sydney in Aus- 
tralia lost several pieces of metal 
over the Indonesian island of Ban- 
tam, around one month ago.

been a guest in Lisbon. 

“Kind and polite, the 
President was an extraordi- 
nary communicator. He 
liked our welcome and the 
personalised service at the 
Marriott,” said Mrs. 
Caetano.

Lisbon Town Hall is looking to put more than 2,000 
council houses up for sale next year in a bid to raise 
more than five million Eurosand reduce the municipal 
condominium responsibilities. 


According to a proposal 
made by the habitation and her- 
itage councillors, which will be 
discussed during the next meet- 
ing, Lisbon Town Hall is hop- 
ing to make around €5 . 2 million 
through the sale of at least 160 
out of the 2,141 houses avail- 
able. 

Entire council estates will be 
put up for sale, making the sale 
preparation process more effi- 
cient and to avoid situations of 
inequality within each estate. 

The sale strategy aims to sell 
estates where at least half of the 
houses are already privately 
owned so that entire council es- 
tates can become private and the 
T own Hall will no longer be re- 
sponsible for their management 
and condominiums . 

In the Casa dos Machados 
council estate for example, 
where 204 properties are pri- 
vately owned, the T own Hall is 
proposing to put the remaining 
7 20 for sale once their deadline 


is up, as council properties can- 
not be sold privately for 1 5 years 
after completion. 

A further 835 properties will 
be for sale in Quinta da Flamenga, 
where 398 are already privately 
owned while 1 4 will be on sale in 
Alto do Chapeleiro and a further 
320 in Bairro da Boavista. 

This year, Lisbon Town Hall 
made €5 . 1 million from the sale 
of 1 68 properties, with a total of 
97 million having been made in 
total between 1995 and 2006 
through the sale of 5,600 prop- 
erties. 

During 2008 and 2009, a total 
of 24 out of the 7 3 council estates 
belonging to the capital were put 
up for sale, with a total of 1,3 14 
houses available. Of these, 128 
were sold, makingrevenue of €5.8 
million. 

Lisbon Town Hall has said 
that it will use the revenue gained 
to buy and refurbish houses as 
well as to help pay off its debt.

IKEA job concerns

The Algarve’s regional Asso- 
eiation for Commerce (ACRAL) 
has said that it’ s “worried” about 
the construction of yet another 
large commercial centre, follow- 
ing last week’s agreement be- 
tween Swedish group IKEA and 
Louie T own Hall, which could see 


8,000 jobs in traditional com- 
merce extinguished. 

ACRAL spokesman Joao 
Rosado told Lusa News 
Agency: “I believe that the 2,000 
jobs that IKEA will create in the 
Algarve will have the impact of 
making 8,000 people unem- 


ployed in the region’ s traditional 
commerce sector, adding to the 

24,000 unemployed that already 
exist in the region. ” 

Joao Rosado bases him claim 
on a study carried out by the 
Catholic University, commis- 
sioned by the Portuguese Con- 


federation of Commerce in 2004, 
which showed that for every job 
created in a shopping centre, four 
are lost in traditional commerce. 

In his opinion many small and 
medium companies dedicated to 
the furniture sector in Louie, es- 
pecially in Almancil and 
Boliqueime will feel a lot of pres- 
sure from the new store. 

ACRAL ’ s worry about yet an- 
other shopping centre is also 
based on the results of a study 
carried out by the Algarve’s Re- 
gional Economy Authority, 
which showed “an excess of large 
commercial centres in the Al- 
garve” since 2006/2008. 

IKEA spokeswoman Ana 
Teresa told Lusa News Agency 
that the cooperation contract 
which was signed on 2 December 
in Louie “confirms the Swedish 
chain’s intention to follow 
through with a project for the 
Algarve by 20 1 5, and that a way 
has been found to advance with 
the project.” 

Meanwhile, a further €400 mil- 
lion is also due to be invested in 
Louie with a project from the 
Auchan Group named Alegro Al- 
garve. This is due to create 4,000 
direct jobs in a40 hectare areabe- 
tween Louie and the road to 
Quarteira. 


Tourism licensing left 
until the last minute 


Less than half of the Al- 
garve’s tourist developments 
and accommodation units 
have so far applied to be re- 
classified according to new 
licensing regulations whose 
deadline ends on 31 Decem- 
ber, according to the Algarve 
hotel and tourism accommo- 
dation association (AHETA), 

’’Business people are leav- 
ing everything until the last 
minute,” an AHETA spokes- 
man told Jornal do Algarve, 
adding that the compulsory 
process is aimed at ending the 
old “parallel beds” problem, 
of which there are around 

200,000 that affect the gov- 
ernment budget for the re- 
gion. 

Guest houses, hostels, 
boarding-houses, motels and 
inns are some of the accom- 
modation types that will be 
eliminated from the tourist 
accommodation classifica- 
tions from 2011, 

The new legislation will 
see the current 21 categories 
reduced to just eight, with 


categories such as tourist vil- 
las, rural tourism houses and 
retreats, no longer in use. 

Tourism property owners 
have until the end of this year 
to re-classify their establish- 
ments into one of the catego- 
ries that continues to exist 
such as; hotel, tourist apart- 
ment, pousada, tourist devel- 
opment and rural tourist de- 
velopment. 

Earlier this month how- 
ever, less than half of the Al- 
garve’s tourist accommoda- 
tion units has applied for the 
compulsory new classifica- 
tion, 

“The process is occurring 
below our expectation. We 
expected more business peo- 
ple to follow through, but we 
believe that there will be an 
increase in applications un- 
til the end of the year,” said 
Nuno Aires, President of the 
Algarve tourism board dur- 
ing a talk about the process 
held at the AHETA headquar- 
ters in Albufeira on 3 Decem- 
ber,

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Algarve mayors appeal for residents to boycott A22 tolls 



Members of the Association of Algarve 
Municipalities (AMAL) have appealed to the 
general publicto boycottthe payment of 
tolls on the A22 or Via do Infante, which are 
due to come into force next year. 


“The placement of the toll 
equipment is imminent, with 
the public tender process al- 
ready underway,” said AMAL 
President Macario Correia, 
adding that the government is 
not interested in speaking with 
mayors of the Algarve. 

In a statement, AMAL say 
that collectively refusing to pay 
the tolls is the best way to fight 
against the “injustice”. 

Earlier this year, AMAL 
agreed with the measure of plac- 
ing tolls on the A22 as long as 
the EN 125 road was renovated 
first, but are now protesting af- 
ter the government gave in- 


structions to place 10 porticos 
on the A22 with a view to im- 
plementing the tolls. 

AMAL requested an urgent 
meeting with the Prime Minister 
in October and also last month to 
ask for the introduction of the 
tolls to be delayed until the 
EN125 is renovated, which has 
so far not been scheduled. 

Meanwhile, members of a 
protest group called the Com- 
mission of Via do Infante Users 
organised a slow moving pro- 
test which took place on the 
A22, against the government 
proposals at the end of last 
month. 


'More Algarve winter 
flights than ever before' 

The Algarve has more flights available during the 
2010/201 1 winter season than it has ever had before, 
said Portugal's Secretary of State for Tourism during a 
charity presentation in Faro on Monday. 


“During a difficult time, 
with the most seasonal differ- 
ence winter entails, the Al- 
garve has never had so many 
aeroplane seats available as it 
currently does,” said 
Bernardo Trindade. 

Speaking at a ceremony to 
present a €65,000 cheque 
from the Allgarve 2010 Pro- 
gramme revenue to regional 
charity institutions, Mr. 
Trindade added that “there 
has never been as much aerial 
capacity as there is now.” 
Despite not commenting on 
the negative impact caused by 
the closure of the 
Groundforce handling com- 
pany at Faro airport, the Sec- 
retary of State for Tourism 
said that “infrastructures had 
to be rationalised according to 
market dynamics.” 

“The Algarve has the abil- 
ity to have more alternative air 
transport, and can by that 


means reinforce its capacity and 
respond to the demand,” he 
said. 

Last month, Groundforce an- 
nounced the closure of its op- 
erations at Faro airport, collec- 
tively firing 336 employees, due 
to a loss of revenue of around 
€20 million this year. The com- 
pany has proposed to maintain 
the work contracts of seven 
women who are pregnant or 
breastfeeding as well as one 
member of 15 couples who 
worked for them, as a way to 
“reduce the effects of collective 
firing.” 

Mateus Mendonpa, a 
spokesman from the Airport 
Handling Union told Lusa 
News Agency that no collective 
firing agreement was made, but 
that Groundforce ’s proposals 
will be presented individually 
to those workers who will then 
decide whether to accept them 
or not.

Debt 

SIR, Your writer seems puz- 
zled as to why Portugal’ s debt is 
not flavour of the month (News 
Nov 27). It’s really very simple. 
When a government is in debt due 
to mis-management it issues 
bonds. In short, it touts for 
money. It usually wants seri- 
ously large amounts, in the bil- 
lions, so the money usually only 
eomes from other governments, 
sovereign trusts, or banks and 
pension funds. These ‘speeula- 
tors’, as your writer euriously 
ealls them, will only invest if they 
pereeive their money is safe. The 
less safe they think it is, the less 
likely they are to lend the govern- 
ment money. When this happens 
the government has to offer 
higher and higher interest rates to 
tempt lenders. Sometimes that is 
not enough. Russia has reeently 
banned Spanish and Portuguese 
bonds from its list of aeeeptable 
investments. 

The problem with Portugal’s 
debt is not “how deep a hole are 
we in”, it is more a matter of “ean 
we dig ourselves out of it”. That 
is a different matter altogether. 

The USA, UK, Franee, even 
Italy, are massive eeonomies. 
Lenders think those eountries 
ean work their way out of the 
hole they are in. Portugal is not 
like that, neither is Ireland or 
Greeee. They have very small 
eeonomies. Portugal inpartieu- 
lar has a poorly edueated and 
poorly motivated work foree. It 
has fewresourees to ealluponto 
pull itself up. It’s industries are 
baekward and small, and it is seen 
as a plaee unable to keep up with 
thepaee set bybigger eeonomies. 


It isn’t that the eountry owes a 
lot, it is more a matter of not be- 
ing able to grow enough to pay 
back what it does owe.

SIR, I am a Portuguese na- 
tional, married to an Englishman 
with 2 young daughters, and 
spent 14 years living in the UK. 
At school 20 years ago, I left af- 
ter completing my 12th year. 

We came back to this country 


2 years ago, and live in the beau- 
tiful Alentejo. For the past 17 
years, English has been my first 
language. I watchBritish televi- 
sion, listen to British radio and 
read books in English. 

Recently at my 7 year olds’ 
school meeting the head teacher 
asked if anyone knew an English 
teacher who could come in for a 
few hours every week to teach 
some English. Very embarrass- 
ingly every mother looked at me, 
prompting the teacher to clarify 
that the teacher has to be quali- 
fied. He went on to say that the 
problem is no qualified person 
wants apoorly paidjob for a few 
hours a week, with no travelling 
expenses paid! 

This made me look into what 
qualifications are needed. Sadly 
it looks as though I would have 
to study for up to 3 years learn- 
ing mathematics, science, art, ge- 
ography etc., to become this 
qualified teacher so I could teach 
English at primary level. 

I am very proud that at last my 
country wants young children to 
learn this important language. 
Obviously newly qualified pri- 
mary teachers will now have 
some knowledge of English, but 
as is the case of my daughter, there 
are many national schools where 
the teachers cannot speak the 
language. This means someone 
from outside has to come in for 
this objective. 

It is a little typical of my coun- 
try that because of complicated 
regulations and the need for that 
bit of paper with "qualified" on 
it, people like me cannot help out. 
I am very aware that there is a 
need for a small course to learn 
what to teach, but a 3 year exten- 
sive course is ridiculous. 

If anyone has some advice I 
would appreciate it, because I'm 
almost at the point of forgetting 
the whole thing, and I really feel I 
could do some good for our 
youngsters.

Top tips on insulating and draught proofing 
your home to help get through the big freeze. 



: : If you’ve got a fireplace that 
isn’t in use, heat’ s being lost up 
the chimney, and cold air’s com- 
ing down it. Solve the problem 


by sealing off the opening to the 
chimney above, either by board- 
ing over it, stuffing it with loft 
insulation or old curtains, or fit- 


ting a chimney balloon, which 
can be deflated if you want to use 
the fireplace. 

: : Blinds look great, but hav- 
ing both blinds and curtains will 
keep more heat in and cold air out. 
Putting up a curtain pole is rela- 
tively easy for DIYers to do, as 
long as you have a good screw 
driver and an electric cable 


and pipe detector so you don’t 
drill into anything you 
shouldn’t. 

: : If a radiator feels cold at the 
top, air’s trapped in it so it isn’t 
filling fully with hot water. To 
solve the problem, cover the 
floor under the bleed valve (usu- 
ally at the side of the radiator) 
with newspaper or a dustsheet, 
insert a radiator 
key or small 
screwdriver 
and carefully 
turn it until 
you hear air 
escaping. 
When water 
starts coming 
out, quickly 
shut off the 
valve. Only 
bleed your ra- 
diators when 
they’re cold 
and the heat- 
ing’s turned off. 

:: Fill the gaps 
around your 
skirting boards 
and window and 
door frames with 
flexible filler. 
General flexible 
filler is rubbery 
and can’t be 
sanded so you 
need to apply it 
neatly, but flex- 
ible wood filler

: : Got a big gap at the bottom 
of an internal door? This can let 
lots of cold air in, especially if 
the door opens onto your hall. 
Screw a brush draught excluder 
onto the hall or landing side of 
the door, make or buy a fabric 
‘ sausage’ to plug the gap, or fix a 
piece of wood to the bottom of 
the door. Once this is done, fill, 
sand and paint over it - probably 
not the most attractive solution 
but a better quick fix than going 
to the trouble of sizing and fit- 
ting a new door.

Good enough to eat - Swiss chard 
(Leaf beet) 


With its eolourful stems in 
shades of red, pink, yellow, 
white and orange, this easy-to- 
grow vegetable, rieh in iron, is 
as valued for perking up the 
look of the vegetable border in 
winter as it is for its taste. 
Swiss ehard, often grown as an 
alternative to spinaeh, should 
be grown on an open site, in 
fertile, moist soil, and makes a 
eolourful eontrast at the front 
of a mixed border in winter. 
Ruby ehard is an attraetive 
variety with ruby-red stems, 
while rainbow ehard has a mix 
of gold and red-stemmed 
types whieh look great in the 
winter garden planted along- 


side a dogwood with its eol- 
oured stems. Sow seeds from 
spring to late summer, to har- 
vest throughout the year. If 
you are growing single plants 
to produee large leaves for 
eooking, sow seeds in a tray 
and plant out onee they have 
germinated, spaeing them about 
45em(18in) apart. Foreut-and- 
eome-again erops, sow direetly 
into the soil, making a wide drill 
and sowing thinly. It’s an easy 
veg, so if you weed it and keep 
the soil moist in dry weather 
you won’t go far wrong. Har- 
vest large leaves for eooking in- 
dividually, but don’t eut too 
elose to the plant.

Cappuccino with Sot L’Y 
Laisse which was well 
matched with Palpite 
Tinto 2006, A small but 
flavoursome noisette of 
Grouper with a duo of Pep- 
per and Celery Ravioli was 
served and much 
complimented by deli- 
cious Palpite Branco 2008, 
Finally the meat course 
arrived.

French connections for the 
Algarve wine society 


Le Meridien Penina wasthe 
setting for the Algarve Wine 
Society's annual Christmas 
festivities last Saturday. 



Contrary to previous tradi- 
tion, the event was held in the 
evening and took the form of a 
“Wine Pairing “ devised by Ex- 
ecutive Head Chef Bernard 
Luciana. The Chef first selects 
his wines and then cooks a 
meal accordingly and, as was 
discovered, it was a highly suc- 
cessful formula. It was an in- 
teresting fact of this function 
that this was originally a 
French concept. Chef Bernard 
Luciano is French, Mathieu de 
Tonnac, the youthful General 
Manager of the Hotel, is French 
and, indeed, the sponsoring 
Douro based wine maker and 
owner of Odisseia, Jean Huges 
Gros is French. 

Just under fifty people , a 
mixture of members and those 
on the waiting list for member- 
ship, gathered in the lovely, 
beautifully decorated Sagres 
room to enj oy a wonderful ar- 
ray of canapes and an 
Espumante Bruto Quinta de 
Santa Cristina. 

On being seated the wine 
maker, Jean Huges Gros, was 
introduced by Anne Green, 
MC, and after giving a little 
background on himself and his 
label, he proceeded to give a 
short resume on the character 
of each of the wines he was 


providing. The sponsorship of 
the wines, it should be said, 
was being done in conjunction 
with Odisseia’ s agent in the 
Algarve, Sulvintage, which has 
just opened a wine outlet near 
the ClubNautico inPortimao. 

Dinner itself commenced 
with an Odisseia Branco 2009. 
Lovely, flowery and fruity. It 
was served with a magnificent, 
specimen Tiger Prawn on a 
satay of pistaccio and pea- 
nuts. Delicious. 

This was followed by a more 
complex white wine, an 
Odisseia Reserva Branco 2008 
, more grown up and with a hint 
of new wood. This time the 
Chef served a ballotine “Mi 
Cuit” of Foie Gras served with 
a quince chutney and wild pink 
peppercorns from the 
Monchique hills. The latter, 
surely, a first for many and at- 
tractively presented on the 
twig! 

Next came an Odisseia 
Grand Reserva Tinto 2007, 
magnums thereof, decanted. A 
wine with a perfect balance of 
ripe fruit and wood. It was ac- 
companied by a lovely pink, 
rack of Roasted Lamb sitting 
on a chestnut risotto with 
black truffle essence. 

Finally an LBV port com- 


plemented a Dark (rich) 
chocolate and blueberry Fon- 
dant with wild berries. 

As in all previous years a 
free draw of wonderful wines 
and ports was held with a good 
representation of those in the 
room going home delighted 
with their winnings. Dancing to 
Nigel and Sarah of “Collars and 
Cuffs” commenced and those 
with the energy danced the 
night away. A majority of the 
revelers availed themselves of 
the wonderfully soft, excep- 
tionally comfortable beds that 
the hotel could offer and en- 


joyed a hearty breakfast the 
next morning. 

This Christmas dinner con- 
cluded The Algarve Wine So- 
ciety’s 2010 program, al- 
though 2011 will be off to a 
fast start with a tasting at the 
Tivoli Hotel in Vilamoura on 
Saturday, January 22.

Chocolate and hazelnut spread 

(Makes 1 X450g Jar) 

7 5 g blanched hazelnuts 
1 OOg dark chocolate (72% 
coeoa solids), ehopped 
1 00ml eondensed milk 
l-2tbsp hazelnut oil 
pineh of salt 
3-4tbsp hot water 

Preheat the oven to 
1 80C/gas mark 4. T ip the 
hazelnuts on to a baking 
sheet and toast in the 
preheated oven for 5-7 
minutes, until pale 

golden. Remove the nuts 
from the oven and cool 
slightly. Tip the warm ha- 
zelnuts into a food proe- 
essor and ehop until they 
beeome an almost 

smooth paste. 

Gently melt the ehocolate, 
condensed milk and hazelnut oil 
in a small pan over a low heat. Stir 
until smooth and add to the ha- 
zelnut paste in the food proces- 
sor. Add a pinch of salt and blend, 
then add the hot water and blend 



again until the mixture has a thiek, 
spreadable consistency. 

Spoon into a pretty sterilised 
jar and leave to cool. Cover with 
a lid and label when cold. 

This will keep in the fridge for 
up to two weeks.

Cashew and almond barfi 


200g unsalted cashews 
200g ground almonds 
1 25 g caster sugar 
397gcanof condensed milk 
75ml full fat milk 
% tsp ground cardamom 
Itsp rosewater 
2tbsp clarified butter or ghee 
6 sheets of edible silver leaf 

Line a 20cm square baking tin 
with lightly oiled baking parch- 
ment. Tip the cashews into a food 
processor and blend until finely 
ground. Add the ground almonds 
and pulse for a further 30 sec- 
onds. Mix with the caster sugar, 
condensed milk, full-fat milk, 
ground cardamom and rosewater. 

Heat the clarifiedbutter or ghee 
in a large non-stick frying pan and 
add the nut mixture. Stir con- 
stantly over a low heat for about 
10-15 minutes, until the mixture 


thickens and comes away from 
the pan smoothly in a thick mass. 
It should be the consistency of a 
loose bread dough or choux pas- 
try. 

Tip the mixture into the pre- 
pared tin and spread level with 
either a palette knife or a rubber 
spatula. Leave to cool for 1 0 min- 
utes. 

Very carefully peel one sheet 
of silver leaf at a time from the 
book and lay on the surface of the 
barfi to completely cover it.

On the surface, my family’s 
decision to spend a weekend in 
Eynsham was not too dramatic a 
change of pace. 

Our UK family home is also 
in a medieval town represented 
by a Conservative MP (though 
not, as in Eynsham ’s case, David 
Cameron), near a University city 
(Cambridge rather than Oxford^ 
and has the odd stately home on 
its doorstep, although rather 
smaller than Eynsham’ s 
Blenheim Palace. 

The reason for our move was 
the prospect of spending time in 
a grand period home, rather than 
our detached, modem house . 

On our first day in east Oxford- 
shire, we trampled through the 
fields behind Eynsham town, 
coming across country pile after 
country pile. But as the tempo- 
rary owners of a local Georgian 
townhouse (vivat-tmst.org), we 
felt nothing but neighbourly good 
cheer for these lucky folk. 


And while the sound of mili- 
tary planes roaring overhead from 
RAF Brize Norton did occasion- 
ally threaten to drown out con- 
versation, no level of noise could 
smother the happy sound of six 
people talking about their move, 
albeit temporary, up the social 
ladder. 

The Vivat Tmst offers people 
the chance to experience some of 
the most beautiful historic build- 
ings in England and Scotland, by 
re-purposing them as holiday 
accommodation. And they’re 
often set in the most idyllic loca- 
tions. 

Of the 24 homes in Scotland 
and England in its portfolio, the 
Vivat Tmst owns 10 - and man- 
ages the rest for private owners. 

Mulberry House is one of its 
newest properties, sleeping 
seven, ft was the home of a single 
lady whose son kindly passed 
management of the home to the 
charity. 


Y ou can still feel the edifying, 
gentle presence of the former 
owner in every room, decorated 
as the Grade 11-listed building is 
with drawings of flowers, land- 
scapes, framed tapestries, col- 
ourful pottery - and plenty of 
elegant, culturally significant 
books. 

Surrounded by such a rich in- 
heritance during our weekend 
break, the group fell naturally 
into happy habits of reading, re- 
laxing, playing charades and drift- 
ing leisurely from room to room 
in search of more fun pursuits - 
before heading out into the fresh 
air to clear our heads. 

With Aga-related songs in our 
hearts, we enjoyed walks around 
the Eynsham countryside, chat- 
tering non-stop about the 
house’s elegant curtains with 
pulleys, embroidered chair cov- 
ers and antique furniture. 

We discovered that there really 
is no better place than Oxford- 


shire to pretend to live in the past. 
One afternoon we rounded a cor- 
ner and found a tank in some- 
one’s back field, apparently 
placed there as an historic orna- 
ment (we hoped). 

Further up the road we found 
the Mason Arms pub in the small 
village of South Leigh, where the 
clock apparently stopped circa 
1954. As we sat by the fire, a 
group of red-faced, blazer- wear- 
ing men entered andbeganto puff 
contentedly on cigars, while sip- 
ping Vermouth. 

Metres away, surrounded by 
sepia photos of men sitting in 
classic racing cars grinning 
widely, we enjoyed our beers 
and then left... just in case the 
ladies in our party suddenly lost 
their right to vote. 

After a few days of general 
pottering, it was time for a proper 
group trip. Blenheim Palace, 
home to the 1 1 th Duke and Duch- 
ess of Marlborough and birth-

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place of Winston Churchill, is a 
few minutes’ drive from 
Eynsham and has just opened for 
its festive season. 

Towering Christmas Trees fit- 
ted snugly in the 20-metre high 
Great Hall when we arrived and 
Christmas peeped from every 
1 8th century alcove as we moved 
around the palace 
(www.blenheimpalace.com). 

Built to celebrate the first 
Duke of Marlborough’s victory 
at the battle of Blindheim in 
1704, the scale of grandeur re- 
flects some of the more racy mo- 
ments of its social history. 

When Consuelo Vanderbilt - an 
American heiress with a weak- 
ness for French furniture - mar- 
ried a Marlborough, her love of 
all things European led to an in- 
flux of tapestries, elaborate pan- 
elling and paintings to rival V er- 
sailles. 

This perfect 19th century 
marriage of American dollars and 
European taste transformed this 
bankrupt estate into a fairytale 
setting - and although the mar- 
riage may have been socially en- 
gineered and fundamentally 


flawed, it’snowanhistoricarchi- 
tectural legacy attracting millions 
each year. Its last, most signifi- 
cant guests were film producers 
shooting a new version of 
Gulliver’ s Travels, which is due 
to be released on 22 December 
this year. 

In thenearby village ofBladon, 
Churchill’s imposing grave in a 
classically English churchyard 
offers a moving and distant view 
through the trees ofhis childhood 
home. 

After a day spent dreaming of 
living lives as unhappy, yet well 
furnished, aristocrats, we left the 
estate and headed to the nearby 
village of Kingston Bagpuize, 
affectionately called Bagpuss by 
locals, in search of the country 
house restaurant Fallowfields 
(www.fallowfields.com). 

Post-suffocating luxury, it 
was a pleasure to be welcomed 
into a more modem environment. 
At this award-winning and ethi- 
cally-minded restaurant, the fruit 
and vegetables come from their 
kitchen garden, the pork, beef, 
eggs, chicken and duck from their 
farm - and everything else from 



local Oxfordshire suppliers. 

The wonderfully short menu 
suggested everything would be 
good, so after some stiff G&Ts 
to get the party going, we tucked 
into lush soups, juicy terrines 
and sweet plates of fish, before 
attacking main courses of local 
venison, well cooked sirloin and 
tender Fallowfields rare breed 
pork. 

Then, there was nothing for it, 
but to hail a hansom cab and set- 
tle in front of the fire, for another 
jolly game of cards.

Get Me Out of Here! contestant Gillian McKeith very 
publicly displayed herfear of insects, Lisa Salmon speaks to the experts 
about why people have phobias, and the best ways of dealing with them 


ful and relaxing, rather than the 
erazy madness I am used to.” 
And, elearly underestimating 
the number of inseets she was 
about to faee, she added: “I am 
hoping I will have an ally in the 
eamp who ean get rid of them. 

“I don’t want to kill them - just 
get them away from me.” 
Hypnotherapist Dominie 
Knight, who is an expert at treat- 
ing people with phobias, suggests 
MeKeith may have believed the 
show would help her faee her 
fears: “In her mind she might have 
thought she eould get through it, 
but she misjudged herself. 

“When she finally got there, 
the nerves, the eameras, and her 
reputation have all been eontrib- 
uting faetors. Anyone would feel 
uneomfortable in there, but not 
to the level of passing out. F aint- 
ing beeause of a phobia is very, 
very rare.” 

“The intensity of her fear was 
astronomieal for that to happen.” 
Knight, who praetises in 
Harley Street, London, says 
MeKeith and other phobies - 
there are an estimated 10 million 
in the UK - work themselves up 
into an intense state of fear. 

“They’re afraid of how 
they’re going to respond, as op- 
posed to the thing itself,” he ex- 
plains. 

Phobies who want to over- 
eome their fears need to really 
want to do it, says Knight, who 
promises even those who ’ ve had 


The jungle’s teeming with 
ereepy-erawlies - and if you’ve 
got an inseet phobia, it’s not a 
goodplaeetobe. 

Nevertheless, the Australian 
jungle is exaetly where Gillian 
MeKeith ehose to go to take part 
in I’m A Celebrity. . . Get Me Out 
of Here I , despite having not only 
a phobia of inseets, but also of 
water, heights and rats. 

Her utter terror when in the 
presenee of “anything that 
moves” has led to a somewhat 
sadistic Brit- 


ish public repeatedly voting for 
her to face Bushtucker Trials, 
which often involve braving in- 
sect-related tasks to win food for 
the camp. 

As a result, the Y ou Are What 
Y ou Eat TV presenter has passed 
out and been revived with oxy- 
gen on several occasions. 

So why did she agree to go on 
the show in the first place? 

ITV says celebrities are al- 
ways asked about their fears and 
phobias before entering the jun- 
gle, and are made aware of the 
nature of the challenge s they ’ 11 
face. 

Before the show started, 
McKeith herself admitted: “I 
have had a serious phobia of 
anything that moves since I 
was a child. 

“I think I am very together 
as a person. . . but when I see 
anything that moves, some- 
thing takes over me.” 

“It’s involuntary and ir- 
rational but I am terrified. ” 
The 51 -year-old nutri- 
tionist says she had night- 
mares about what would 
happen on the show be- 
fore she went, and did 
deep breathing exercises 
to help her cope with the 
experience. 

Before she went, she 
said: “I feel like I need a 
rest. 

“From what I under- 
stand, it will be very peace-

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phobias for decades can beat 
them, by creating a positive as- 
sociation in the brain with what- 
ever it is they’re frightened of. 

He recently worked with an 
arachnophobic who would burst 
into tears if a spider was in the 
room. 

He got her to giggle at the 
thought of what she was doing, 
and find it hilarious. Shecannow 
take spiders outside by putting a 
glass over them, without any 
hysterics. 

“Instead of people working 
themselves up into sheer terror, 
they need to work themselves up 
into pleasure or happiness. 

“If they keep doing that and 
reinforcing it, it becomes auto- 
matic.” 

Knight has dealt with all kinds 
of phobias, ranging If om common 
ones like a fear of public speak- 
ing and fear of flying, to the more 
bizarre, like cheese phobia. 

The hypnotherapist explains 
he helped a man in Hollywood 
who couldn’t even be in the same 
room as cheese. But by creating 
positive associations and making 
the man see how ridiculous his 
reaction was, he was soon able to 
pick cheese up without a prob- 
lem. 

Knight helps phobics disasso- 
ciate themselves fromtheirpho- 
bias, sometimes suggesting they 


imagine themselves on a cinema 
screen responding to their fear 
in a ridiculous manner. 

“We all have a mechanism 
within us that allows us to 
overcome our fears,” he says. 

Y our thought or association 
doesn’t have to be real, adds 
Knight, but could even be a 
superhero for example. 

“If you think about it, 
the fear isn’t real either.” 

As most fears are 
learned, overcoming a 
phobia is often a case of 
re-leaming how to re- 
spond appropriately to 
whatever it is you’re i 
frightened of j 

The only fears we’re 
bom with, says Knight, 
are the fear of falling 
and of loud noises. 

Triggers for pho- 
bias can sometimes 
be a bad experience, 
like being bitten by a 
dog, or a subcon- 
scious association. 

Suchanassocia- 
tionmightbe aper- 
son being fright- 
ened of driving on 
motorways, not realising it’s be- 
cause they once had a very 
stressful job which involved 
motorway driving, so they’ve 
associated the stress with the

motorway. 

In this type of situation, peo- 
ple need to think about a time 
when they used to perform the 
task with no problem. 

“If you remember times when 
you’ve done really well, and how 
you used to respond, you begin 
to re-leamthat.” 

There are, of course, normal 
fear responses to certain situa- 
tions - like when you’re faced with 
a pack of snarling dogs. 

The difference between a nor- 
mal response and a phobia is that 
the phobic will play the scene in 
theirmind over and over again, and 
work themselves up about what 
could happen. 

‘ ‘The phobics are doing it them- 
selves. It’s all self-inflicted.” 

Knight insists that anyone can 
overcome a phobia - although he 
points out that McKeith may 
need support to get over extreme 
reactions like fainting out. 

“The fear was so intense that 
she may need some help to feel 
comfortable again, because the 
ramifications of passing out like 
that can haunt her. 

“If she thinks the experience 
got the better of her and she’s 
going to learn from it, she’ll be 
fine. 

“But if she works herself up, 
her fear’s going to be worse.” 

He says positive thinking is 
key for McKeith and all phobics: 
“If other people have overcome 
their phobias, you can too. 

“Youdon’tneedto learn to live 
with fear.”

day. She also has her own range 
of produets. 

David beeame her finaneial 
direetor, the eouple had two 
ehildren and they led a seem- 
ingly charmed life until one 
morning in January 2000. 

“ W e were at a meeting when 
our daughter Joanna suddenly 
noticed that David’s eyes were 
yellow. I looked at him and saw 
his face was yellow as well.” 
“Immediately, I thought of 
my mother who’d died when 
she was 52 in 1965. Her eyes 
had been yellow - it was the first 
symptom of the disease.” 
David was seen by a special- 
ist and had a series of tests - 
which initially only revealed a 
swelling of the pancreas. 

She says: “I kept telling my- 
self it couldn’t be happening. I 
couldn’t lose two people I loved 
to the same disease.” 

“The initial diagnosis wasn’t 
conclusive but I knew that j aun- 
dice is the most common symp- 
tom of pancreatic cancer, along 
with weight loss, abdominal 
pain and nausea.” 

Their children, Joanna, 36, 
and now managing director of 
the Jo Hansford salon. May- 
fair, and Daniel, 37, a film pro- 
ducer, were present when their 
father was eventually diag- 
nosed with pancreatic cancer. 

He underwent three opera- 
tions and radiotherapy and 
chemotherapy, but the cancer 
later spread to his bowel. Eight- 
een months after his diagnosis 
he died, aged 60, in 200 1 . 

Jo says: “I really started my 
grieving process right at the be- 
ginning of his illness because in 
my heart I knew, from my ex- 
perience with my mother, what 
the outcome would be.” 

“But I had to keep that to my- 
self and be positive throughout 
for his sake and of course the 


children’s. And half of me was 
telling myself ‘where there’s 
life there ’ s hope ’ and clinging to 
straws thinking that in the 3 5 
years since mum had died there 
must have been new treatments 
and developments.” 

“But despite seeing the best 
specialists and receiving the 
best treatment nothing could be 
done.” 

Jo has been inspired by her 
own tragedy to work for greater 
recognition of pancreatic cancer 
and she’s a patron of the Pan- 
creatic Cancer Research Fund. 

“I’m motivated by not want- 
ing others to suffer like David 
and my mother did. There needs 
to be more research focus on this 
cancer, which doesn’t get the 
attention of other cancers. It 
only seems to hit the headlines 
when the sufferer is a celebrity 
such as Pavarotti or actor 
Patrick Swayze.” 

Jo, who is to receive an MBE 
for her services to hairdressing, 
says: “David would have been 
so proud. I feel I will be accept- 
ing it on his behalf as well.” 
“His death has changed my 
outlook on life as it awakens 
you to the fragility of life. Now 
my motto is to ‘live every day 
and make it special’ because I 
know how quickly it can be 
snatched away.” 

“And I’m so lucky that I have 
wonderful children and grand- 
children. Time with my loved 
ones is something I will never 
take for granted.”

Safe 

Several things have prompted 
me to just go baek over the safe 
'doggy travelling in the ear' issue. 
F irst over the last few weeks peo- 
ple have asked my advice and then 
I found articles about it in the 
Doggy Magazines I picked up in 
the UK — it seems to be a hot dis- 
cussion point over there . 

We all know that the law here 
is a little 'grey', are we surprised? 
I have clients that have been fined 
mega money per unrestrained 
dog— one lady had 3 unre- 
strained! €250 per dog. Other 
people have reported being 
'warned' but not fined. Our un- 
derstanding is that our dogs must 
be either in a crate, in the boot 
behind a fixed dog guard or in car 
straps on the back seat. 1 am told 
they are not allowed on the front 
seat — again some clients have 
just been warned and not fined on 
that one. 

W e have a big 4x4 and the first 
time we did the drive down from 
the UK in 2000 Lennie and Sandy 
were in the boot behind a dog 
guard. We have had dog guards 
in our Estate cars for years and 
still have the guard in the Jeep. 
BUT 1 was a nervous wreck on 
such a long j oumey with them that 
far away, through San Sabastian 
and Madrid 1 became totally neu- 
rotic — why you may wonder? 
The main reason was the worry 
over a rear shunt, 1 was on edge 
and very stressed about it. The 
other reason was it was impossi- 
ble to get drinks to them while the 
car was moving, when the drive 
was done in hottish weather you 

need to be able to do this. So 

-the next time this trip was done 
Lennie and Sandy had car straps 


on them and they were on the 
back seat. We had one of the 
water bowls that give constant 
water which was wedged there 
for them. 1 was much happier and 
we did the drives about 4/6 times 
a year for 4 years. 

When we moved down in 2004, 
Chloe was 4 months old and had 
to go in the boot in a cage— but 
we had a trailer so 1 consoled 
my self the trailer would take the 
main force of a shunt-it was dur- 
ing blizzards so the drive was 
freezing cold so constant hot wa- 
ter not quite as necessary. Lennie 
and Sandy were on the back seat 
in straps. 

So back to the articles in the 
magazines. They are mainly about 
dogs in boots or hatchbacks with 
car guards and are basically voic- 
ing my neurosis — what happens 
in a crash as had happened to some 
people. One was a very mild back 
shunt butthebackofherVW Golf 
was completely cmmpled, thank- 
fully her dogs were on the back 
seat with straps on. 

Cages in the bootwill stop dogs 
jumping around but there have 
been some problems with them 
during a bad rear shunt. Many of 
us have moved over to using air- 
line crates-fme in a big car but 
what of my F iat Panda and simi- 
lar 'compact' cars. Dog Guards 
and Crates are not feasible. The 
problem some friends have with 
the Airline Crates, is that the crate 
makes seeing out of the car diffi- 
cult. However this only happens 
with the big dogs and hence big 
crates. 

A new product gaining much 
acclaim in the UK is a special 
crate that will crumple to absorb 


the impact but retain its shape to 
protect and keep the dog safe. 
Many show dogs are now trav- 
elling within the UK in these ro- 
bust looking crates — yes they 
are expensive BUT weighing up 
the pros and cons maybe worth 
the extra for the peace of mind. 
The ones 1 have seen do look 
robust, dogs look very happy in 
them as well. One would not fit 
in the Panda however. If any- 
one is interested in them just get 
in touch. 

Car straps come in various 
shapes and sizes and it's just a 
case of trying them on and decid- 
ing which is best for your dog and 
your car. Mine have the straps 


Thunderstorms and do^s 
don’t mix. 

Well, they do, sometimes, be- 
cause Milo’s not that bothered 
about them really, it ’ s me that ’ s 
the problem.

ritual, you may be tempted to head over the border and 
experience the festivities in Costa de la Luz, but beware, 
these may not by what you expect. 


Winter celebrations start early 
in Spain with the religious public 
holiday of the Immaculate Con- 
ception on 8 December and cul- 
minate on the day of the Three 
Kings ‘Los Reyes Magos’ on 6 
January. 

Throughout this festive pe- 
riod, visitors can expect to see 
life size nativity scenes called 
‘Belen’ (Spanish for Bethle- 
hem) on display in public 
squares. In some places there 
are living ‘Belens’ where whole 
areas are taken over with people 
acting out this event. 

If you happen to see a televi- 
sion in Spain on 22 December, 
you will most likely watch the 
world-renowned national lottery 
draw ‘El Gordo’, meaning ‘The 
Fat One’, where school children 
from the St. Ildefonso school sing 
out the numbers. 

This is the most traditional 
draw in Spain, and it is a tradition 


that everyone in the country 
plays the lottery on 22 Decem- 
ber. Last year, each Spaniard 
spent an average amount of €73 
in the draw that pays out prizes 
immediately and which are tax- 
free for life. 

Expat Kevin Adder who runs 
a restaurant in Isla Canela told 
The Portugal News: “Christ- 
mas itself is a very family orien- 
tated and religious affair in Spain, 
so visitors will find that many 
things are closed during the day 
and the streets are very quiet.” 

Fellow expat Carol McAuley, 
who has lived in Spain for more 
than three years andruns abarnear 
Ayamonte spent her first Christ- 
mas in the country last year. 

“It’s very different to the UK, 
the atmosphere is different. 
Christmas is much more low key 
in Spain, with the focus being 
spending time with the family” 
she said.

After Christmas, the Span- 
ish celebrate Holy Innocent’s 
day on 28 December, which is 
similar to April Fools, so visi- 
tors are warned to be on their 
guard, especially in Costa de la 
Luz where many locals take 
pleasure in involving tourists in 
the celebrations. 

Followingthis, New Years is 
similar to anywhere else in Eu- 
rope, with festive gatherings 
and fireworks being the main 
attraction. Visitors will almost 
certainly however be handed 12 
grapes to eat on the 12 chimes 
of midnight, a common Spanish 
practise to ensure good luck in 
the New Year. 

According to Mr. Adder, the 
evening of 5 January however 
is definitely worth crossing the 
border for, as each town hosts a 
“colourful religious parade, fea- 
turing the Three Kings who 
throw sweets into the streets.” 

Traditionally children across 
Spain only receive their presents 
at midnight on 5 January or the 
morning of 6 January as Jesus 
did from the Three Kings. This 
means that for shoppers though, 
sales only start on 7 January as 
people buy gifts right up until 
the last minute. 

“Spain is starting to cel- 
ebrate Christmas more nowa- 
days, but the biggest celebra- 
tion is on the night of 5 January,

whereas on 24 December fami- 
lies traditionally go to Catholic 
Mass then spend 25 December 
at home with family,” he said.

Only Academica, under the 
leadership of former Olhanense 
manager Jorge Costa, has left the 
Stadium of Light with anything 
to show for their efforts this 
season. 

The game with Olhanense 
was to be no exeeption although 
up to the fortieth minute the 
visitors were well in the game. 
Manager Dauto Faquira was 
without eentre-baek Maurieio, 
baek home in Brazil to visit his 
siek father, and the influential 
Vinieius, out through injury. 

Mexer partnered Jardel at the 
baek with Carlos Fernandes, 
Cadu and F emando Alexandre 
filling the midfield positions. 
Paulo Sergio, who has had an 
exeellent season and eould be on 
his way to Sevilha in January, 
was in sparkling form. The visi- 
tors eaused the home defenee 
plenty of problems in the open- 
ing half, with Roberto having to 
save well from Jorge Gonpalves 
to prevent the Algarveans from 
going in front. At the other end 
of the piteh Olhanense goal- 
keeper Moretto had an un- 
happy return to his former elub 
as he gifted them their opening 
goaljust before half-time. 

Osear Cardozo headed to- 
wards goal from a Maxi Pereira 
eross, but the ball was aimed 
straight at Moretto. After ap- 
pearing to gather the ball, the 
keeper somehow let it slip un- 
der his body and triekle agonis- 
ingly over the line. 

Shortly after the break Paulo 
Sergio seored what looked like 
aperfeetly good goal only for his 
eelebrations to be eut short as 
the assistant referee raised his 
flag for offside. 

A deeision that was to alter 
the eourse of the game. 

From then on Benfiea rarely 
looked in danger of surrendering 


the lead. With ten minutes of the 
mateh remaining Carlos Martins 
took a eomer, David Luiz flieked 
the ball on at the near post and 
striker Saviola nipped in at the far 
post to head home. The Para- 
guayan Cardozo, who seored a 
hat-triek in the eorresponding 
game last season, and the Argen- 
tinian Saviola have, between 
them, made 73 appearanees for 
their eountries whieh highlights 
the differenee inpereeived levels 
of quality. 

Benfiea’ s playing budget is 
€40million whilst the Algarve 
side has the lowest in the league 
at€ 1 .4million . Olhanense, still 
without an away win this sea- 
son, have dropped to tenth 
plaee. 

They will be looking to return 
to winning ways, their last 
league win was against V.Setubal 
in early Oetober, when they 
entertainNaeional (Madeira) on 
19 Deeember. Central defender 
Jardel was disappointed with 
the outeome and regrets the laek 
of goals by the Algarve side in 
the first half. ”We had plenty 
ofpossessioninthe first twenty 
minutes, the best chanees were 
ours but we did not seore” said 
he Brazilian player. 

Only a hundred of the ex- 
peeted 1 ,500 fans made the jour- 
ney to the Stadium of Light. 
Benfiea, inexplieably an- 
nouneed they would be eharg- 
ing €17,50 - normally €10 for 
visiting supporters to eneour- 
age a good turnout - for the game 
against Olhanense. 

The majority of fans joined 
the boyeott and stayed at home 
to watch the game on TV. 

The small group of fans who 
did make the trip included 46 of 
the Gorilla Group who, on ar- 
rival at the Stadium, were kept 
in their coach for over an hour. 


Iberian disappointment as FIFA 

Portugal will have to wait a while longer to co-host a World Cup after 
Russia FIFA President Joseph Blatter announcedthe honour of staging 
the 2018tournamentwould be given to Russia. 



T he FIFA Executive 
Committee’s 22 
members (there are 
usually 24, but two 
have been 

suspended) chose Russia over 
England and the joint bids of 
Portugal and Spain, Belgium and 
Holland. 

Mr. Blatter also announced 
that FIFA picked Qatar to host 
the 2022 World Cup. 

The decision comes as a disap- 
pointment to the high-regarded 
joint Iberian bid. A technical re- 
view had concluded that Portu- 
gal and Spain had excellent facili- 
ties to host the event. 

The Iberian bid had made its 
final pitch to the FIFA executive 
committee last week. 

Portuguese Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates said the Iberian bid 
to hostthe 20 1 8 World Cup “rep- 
resents 600 million people”. 

“I believe anyone who ’ s famil- 
iar with football knows this bid 
will be competently organised”. 
Prime Minister Socrates added. 

The Portuguese prime minis- 
ter and his Spanish counterpart, 
Jose Luis Zapatero, were part of 
the delegation presenting the Ibe- 
rian bid’s case to host football’s 
premium event. 

The 2014 World Cup will take 
place in Brazil. TPN/Lusa
